T HE links between Martin Heideg- 
ger. one of this century's pre-emi- 
nent philosophers, and Nazism have 
been known since the end of the war, but 
it was the [987 French publication of a 
book by a former student, Victor Farias, 
that brought the issue to the attention of 
the world at large. 

The book “Heidegger et le Nazisme,” 
which drew upon a wealth of documenta- 
ty evidence, old and new, not only de- 
picted Heidegger as a committed Nazi, 
but also emphasized the connections be- 
tween his philosophy and his politics. 

Farias argued that Heidegger attempt- 
ed, as rector of Freil University, τὸ 
use students to fulfill Nazi programs, 
and he argued, further, that the philoso- 
pher's decision to join the Nazi Party (he 
was a dues-paying member from 1933 to 
1945) was not simply a case of career 
opportunism, but had deep roots in his 
social and cultural background, and in

The book, as the Yale University pro- 
fessor Karsten Harries observes in his 
introduction, “is very much a friendly 
collection, assembled in a hurry to help 
undo the damage done by Farias’s widely 
publicized image of Heidegger as a com- 
mitted Nazi.” While it includes a damn- 
ing memoir by Karl Lowith, it makes 
little pretense of objectivity. 

For the ral reader, the volume is 
chiefly of interest for several reasons. 
First it raises important questions about 
the relationship between a philosopher's 
life and work. Also, the book provides 
the reader with a straightforward presen- 
tation of Heidegger's own defense and 
reveals the degree to which his followers 
have been eager to rationalize, minima- 
lize or shrug off his political views and 
their connections to his overall theories.

As for Heidegger's own explanations. 
the editors of this volume have published 
several ge documents: his noto- 
πους 1933 Rectorial Address (in which 
he deciares that “German students are 
on the march” and exhorts them to help 
fulfill the AL gar mission of the ae 
man je"); a self-serving essay about 
the 1933's speech, written in 1945, shortly 
after the collapse of National Socialism; 
the much talked about Der Spiegel inter- 
view. published after his death in 1976 
(in which Heidegger responds to some 
fairly deferential questions about his 
past). and a highly opaque television in- 
terview done in 1969. 

As Farias’s book made clear, Heideg- 
get's statements tend to be riddled with 
omissions, distortions and self-indulgent 
assessments, He disingenuously portrays 
himself as a naive pragmatist, who ini- 
tially felt that “the positive possibilities” 
he saw in the National Socialism move- 
ment “had to be emphasized and af- 
firmed.” 

While such remarks obviously do not 
mean that the body of Heidegger’s work 
or his influence on other philosophers 
must now be completely discounted. the 
arrogance and duplicity they reveal 
shoutd force readers to carefully reassess 
the moral validity of his writings, as well 
as their political implications.
